New York, April 19 (/P) — On 
this first b irthday of the new 
dollar, the world of finance is i 
chiefly interested in w hat this 
dollar is going to look like on its 
second b irthday. 
The m onetary doctors widely | 
agree tha t the dollar will not 
b u y as m u ch a year from now, as 
it will today. W hether it will 
contain less gold, or even some 
silver, rem ain mote qu estions. 
The dollar inform ally left the 
gold standard M arch 4, 1933, 
when the federal reserve b anks 
ceased red'b eming paper cu rren­ 
cy w ith gold b u t it was April 19, 
a yèar ago, tha t form er treasu ry 
secretary Woodin formally a n ­ 
nou nced thè dollar was no long­ 
er a gold dollar, b u t a m anaged 
dollar. 
Ou r m onetary u nit now finds 
itself on a modified gold b u llion 
standard — “1934 
model,” 
ac­ 
cording to Secretary Morgen- 
thau — and stripped from 25.8 
grains of gold, nine-tenths fine, 
to 15 5/21 grains. 
Under legislatio n enacted last 
May , and last January , the Pres­ 
ident may increase the amo unt 
o f go ld in the do llar a trifle, that 
is, to 1 5 .4 8 grains, and may de­ 
crease it substantially , in fact to 
as little as 1 2.9 grains.

The abando nment o f the go ld standard and the 
devaluatio n o f the do llar impo sed a real hard­ 
ship o n fo reign representatives o f the United 
States. The ex change rate o f the do llar fell so 
lo w o n fo reign markets th at they were fo rced to 
take a much greater reductio n in salary , acco rd­ 
ing to buy ing po wer in respective fo reign co un­ 
tries, than were go vernment emplo y ees at ho me. 
Many go vernment representatives have been 
unable to affo rd the fine quarters which are 
theirs to maintain. Go vernment attaches o f less­ 
er rank have been faced with the pro blem o f 
bare ex istence so greatly did the fluctuatio n o f 
the do llar affect them.- 
Earlier effo rts to adjust the situatio n met with 
failure but recent repo rts indicate th at an addi­ 
tio nal appro priatio n fo r funds to reimburse go v­ 
ernm ent emplo y ees abro ad fo r their lo ss will be 
acted upo n favo rably in the very near future. It 
is o nly a m atter o f fairness and justice that the 
salaries o f these men sho uld be readjusted to 
meet the co nditio ns which they face. It is no t 
fair th at they sho uld be the victim o f circum­ 
stance. 
Ranking diplo mats must be able to m aintain 
the fine establishments pro vided fo r them that 
the dignity o f o ur go vernment may be upheld. 
Clerks and under o fficials are entitled to a fair 
salary in terms o f the co nditio ns which they 
must meet. 
The additio nal appro priatio n will merely re­ 
sto re salaries to the same level which ex isted be­ 
fo re the decline o f the do llar, the ratio being de­ 
termined by the fo reign market o n o ur mo ney .
